Before night a special grand ^ury 


called for noon today was expected to 
dispose of the case and establish 
what officials believe will be a rec- 
ord for swift administration of jus- 
tice. 


The fourth member of the bandit 
gang remained a.t large today, but 
posses who were searching the wood- 
ed country twenty miles southwest of 
the city where two of the'men were 
taken, believed his capture was im- 
minent. 


The dead gun man remains un- 


identified. 
He was known only as 


•"Bill" his companions declared. The 
man held for the grand jury gave 
his name as Loomie C. Cummins, 36 
He confessed, according to police that 
he was a member of the party and 
that he had served a sentence in 
the 
Jefferson, Ind, 
penitentiary. 


The second man under arrest who 
said he was James Martin, alias 
"slim" Brady, 
lies in a 
hospital 


•wounded in the iead by a bullet fired 
from his own gun in an attempt at 
suicide when he saw his capture 
fas inevitable. 


All of the men, according to Cum- 


mins-confSSgion, 
came here 
from 


Cleveland and were enroute to Au- 
rora, Ind., where they planned to 
ftob a bank. 
Cummilns told police 
that all of the men formerly had been 
employed by a detective agency as 
guards at coal mines in the Pitts- 
burgh district. 


The gun 
battle and th£ events 


which followed -were frought with the 
spectacular. 


Patrolmen Granison P. Koehler, 
who met death at the hands of the 
bandits, and Corporal Roscoe C. 
Friddle, who was wounded, had ar- 
rested the men as they sped into the 
city in an automobile stolen in Cleve- 
land. 
Two guns had been taken 


from them and a further search was 
being made when one of them opened 
fire and Koehler fell mortally wound- 
ed. One of the bullets also struck 
Friddle in the jaw and he fell to the 
ground as the automobile sped away, 
laying in the street, Friddle emptied 
the two pistols taken from the ban-x 
dits and 'his own, thirteen bullets 
striking the machine. It was these 
which caused the death of one of 
the quartette. 


Taking up the chase, police and 
county officials found the gunmen's 
machine abandoned west of the citv 
and containing the body of the dead 
man. 
Hearing that the men had been 
eeen some miles away, they com- 
jnandered a Pennsylvania engine and 
traveling on this and a hand car, lo- 
cated the men in an old farm house. 
A fulisafle of shots drove them from 
the house and Cummins was cap- 
tured, the other two escaping. The 
bunt continued officials from four 
Burounding bounties and armed citi- 
Bens aiding the police. Posses were 
at work throughout the night and 
today believed they had thrown a 
around the remaining member 


of the gang.

P.)—Great'Britain will scrap 
no more warships under the 
\V a s li i n g t o n disarmament 
treaty until the other nations 
take action and scrapped their 
quota according to the assur- 
ance given a questioner in the 
house of commons today hy 
Eric Monsell, financial secre- 
tary to the admirality. 


Asked who had ratified the treaty, 


Commander Monsell replied: 


"The treaty of Washington has 


been ratified by the United States, 
Japan and this country, but not yet 
by France or Italy. 


"Eight British capital ships ren- 


dered useless for \var purposes," he 
added, "already have been sold and 
removed to ship breaking firms for 
breaking up. Six more have been 
rendered incapable of war service 
and two more will have been simili- 
arly dealt with by the end of next 
month. 


"So far as is known the United 
States and Japan have not disposed 
of ships except those obsolete ships 
that would have been disposed of in 
the ordinary course."

Paris, Nov. 29.—(By the A. P.)— 


The French ministerial policy toward 
Germany as incorporated in the plan 
for occupation of the Ruhr indus-

isfy the French people now that the 
German obligations toward France 
are not to be allowed to drift indef- 
fimtely -without government action. 


Second—The French government 


by its patience and delays will show 
Great Britian, and America and neu- 
tral countries that it has not acted 
too hastily or imperiahstically. 


Third—that if during the next six 


or eight weeks there should be no 
prospect of any workable means of 
payments being adopted by Germany 
alone or with the assistance of al- 
lied or neutral countries, then France 
will be compelled to act.

tients.
